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Councilman honored 
for years of service

There’s a new holiday in the 
City of Romulus. 

It’s a day set aside to honor 
Councilman William Wadsworth 
for his long history of service to 
the Romulus and Wayne County 
community. 

Well, perhaps it won’t make it 
to any Hallmark calendars, but 
Romulus Council Chairman 
Randolph Gear named June 10 
as William Wadsworth day at the 
regular city council meeting 
Monday ni^t 

The declaration came after 
the council and Wayne County 
Commissioner Ed Boike, Jr hon¬ 
ored Wadsworth for his long 
career in the Wayne County 
Sheriff’s Department and as a 
city councilman. Wadsworth, a 
sergeant with the Wayne County 
Sheriff, retired on June 1 after 34 
years of service. 

“It’s one of those good and not 
so good things,” Boike said. 
“Wayne County is losing one of 
its long-serving, dedicated 
employees.” 

Wadsworth was among the 
first graduating classes at what 
was then called Madonna 
Collie in Livonia He joined the 
Wayne County Sheriff in 1968, 
and initially worked in the jail 
division. He was assigned to the 
airport division soon after that 
and then as a patrol officer in 
Romulus. That was 1971. 

He was promoted to sergeant 
in 1984, a year after he was elect¬ 
ed to the Romulus City Council. 
During his time on the job, he 


pursued and earned an associ¬ 
ates degree in criminal justice 
and a bachelor’s of science 
degree in police administratioa 

Wadsworth received two reso¬ 
lutions honoring his efforts, each 
immortalized on a plaque. 

He said he was honored by 
both of them. 

“I couldn’t have received 
these in a better place than this,” 
he said. “I’m among fnends.” 

Well his friends, gave him a 
good-natured ribbing as they 
praised him for his community 
service and wished him well in 
his retire¬ 
ment 

“It’s 
good to see 
you finally 
do it” said 
Council¬ 
man Bill 
C r o v a . 

“You’ve 
been talk¬ 
ing about it for about three 
years.” 

“You can’t have anything but 
respect for the contribution he’s 
made to the community,” said 
Councilman LeRoy Burcroff of 
Wadsworth. 

Mayor Alan Lambert, who 
counseled Wadsworth before he 
campaigned for election in 1983, 
agreed. 

“He’s done a great job,” 
Lambert said. 

Clerk Linda Choate read the 
resolution presented to 
Wadsworth, which described him 
as a guardian of life and property 
and a warrior in the battle 
against crime.

School voters support White 


Romulus voters expressed 
their support for school board 
trustee Niema White Monday 
when 413 of 457 votes were cast 
for her 

White was unopposed for the 
single four-year term. She was 
appointed in January to fill a six- 
month unexpired term when a 
former board member retired. 

She will begin her new term 
Julyl. 

Of the 14,877 registered voters 
in Romulus, 370 cast absentee 
ballots in the election Monday 
with only 87 voters actually cast¬ 
ing a ballot at the polls. 

“I’m very happy the voters 
supported me and I look forward 
to making a difference in our 
schools,” White said. 

White works with the Wayne 
County Head Start program and 


said obviously literacy was a big 
concern for her 

“We (Romulus schools) just 
received more than $1 million in 
grants so we will be able now to 
provide literacy coaches for both 
teachers and parents,” White 
said. 

“That will be our big push on 
the board, to improve literacy. 
We are working with the ‘No 
Child Left Behind Program’,” she 
said, “and that’s really my focus.” 

White added that she hopes 
the board continues to work to 
continue to improve the 
Michigan Elducation Assessment 
Program scores which she said 
has been one of the board mem¬ 
bers’ goals. 

“I’m looking forward to serv¬ 
ing—I hope to make a differ¬ 
ence,” White said.

Joyful noise 


Music teacher plans community choir

Richard Schneider, director of music at 
St Mary Catholic Church and school in 
Wayne, is pursuing a dream. 

Schneider said he wants to promote the 
community and the talent of younger resi¬ 
dents through song - specifically with an 
organized community choir 

Schneider has been the director of 
music at St Mary for 15 years, and he’s 
taken the children’s 
choir there at perfor¬ 
mances throughout the 
U.S. The choir has per¬ 
formed during the 
Children in Harmony 
festival in Disney World 
and at Carnegie Hall as 
well as places like 
Indianapolis and Cincin¬ 
nati. 

He said he wants to 
put together a Wayne- 
Westland community 
choir that would consist 
of children fixtm grades 5-8, recommended 
by their music teachers. 

“I’ve wanted to do this for years,” he 
said. “I think now is the time.” 
He explored the possibility last week at 
the Wayne City Council meeting, and said 
his next stops are at the Westland City 
Council meeting and the Wayne-Westland 
School District. He said he wanted to 
make sure everyone would support the 
idea before he got down to the logistics of 
making it happea 

The choir would be a non-religious 
group open, at first, to any Wayne and 
Westland children successful at an audi¬ 
tion process. 

“It’s not going to be church affiliated,” 
he said. 

Schneider himself has been performing 
music since the age of 8. He’s a musician 
at the church, where he plays piano and 
organ. He said he knows the value of a 
community choir 

“A lot of communities have one, and 
they’re famous for it,” he said. 


His vision is to have a multicultural 
choir that embraces all ethnic minorities 
and religious beliefs, because he said that 
learning and performing music from all 
cultures leads to a better understanding 
and appreciation of the people of the 
world. If successful, he said he anticipates 
taking the choir to festivals for perfor¬ 
mances, rather than competitions. 

“I’d rather have them listen to other 
groups and learn from them than have 
them worry about being graded,” he said. 

The plan is still in the 
early stages, he said. 
HeM like to organize it as 
a 501(c)3 non-profit, and 
that requires additional 
paperwork and possible 
legal fees to get estab¬ 
lished. And he’s still 
gauging the interest of 
the community, too. 

After he visits the gov¬ 
erning bodies in the City 
of Westland and the 
Wayne-Westland School 
District, he said he 
planned to start an informational cam¬ 
paign. He said he’d send out letters later 
in the summer with the thought of hosting 
auditions and practices in September and 
organizing the choir in October 

“There’s a lot of work to do,” he said. 

Early reactions to the plan have been 
favorable. 

“It’s a good effort, to bring many kids 
from different schools and cultures togeth¬ 
er,” said Wayne Mayor A1 Haidous. “I don’t 
know what the role of the city would be in 
it, but I personally believe it’s a good idea” 

Schneider said that if the choir were 
successful, he’d like to expand it to 
include singers from throughout Wayne 
County. 'That will be a future phase of the 
project, though. 

Right now he said he’s busy enough get¬ 
ting the initial details of the proposal 
together, such as a place to host the audi¬ 
tions and practice sessions. 

“I don’t know where we’re going to have 
that yet,” he said. “We have to find some 
neutral ground.”

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Familiar face takes helm at Remulus libraiy

When Shelly DeLano was a child, she said she remem¬ 
bered going to the Romulus Public Library to research 
her school projects. 

She said she worked at the library in high school, as a 
part time helper restacking books and was hired in 1991 
as a full-time aide. 

It’s only fitting then, that her fate took another step for¬ 
ward this week. She was named the new head librarian at 
the Romulus Public Library. 

She said it was her love of reading that directed her to 
the professioa 

“I've always been a reader,” she said. “I love reading.” 

She has a long history with the library, dating back to 
the time when it was housed in a storefront in downtown 
Romulus. She later took her sons to the library to find 
materials for their school projects, and books to read. 

DeLano has been the Youth Services Librarian at the 
library since 1994 She’s actually known about the promo¬ 
tion for a couple of weeks, but was instructed not to tell 
anyone. 

She said she wants to work on community outreach in 
her new role. The library, located off Wayne Road just 
south of Goddard, isn’t exactly in an ideal location for

many Romulus residents, she said. With the airport locat¬ 
ed in the center of the community, many residents have 
an easier time traveling to libraries in other communities, 
according to Delano. 

“We’ve lost a lot of patrons,” she said. “We’re really 
impacted by the environment” 

She said she wants to remind the public of the many 


services the library provides. Among the most popular 
now is the internet service - the computers in the library 
are rarely of patrons. 'They’re also starting up a sum¬ 

mer reading program that follows the theme of “Laugh it 
up at the Library.” 

"rhe last time the library was able to do community 
outreach it was with the help of a $70,000 grant 'That paid 
for the mass mailings, but those kinds of funds aren’t 
available oftea 

“I’d like to be able to do that kind of thing on a regular 
basis,” Delano said. 

DeLano replaces Hazel Miller, who retired earlier this 
year after a career that spanned more than 30 years at the 
library. She’s been missed, Delano said, and not just 
because she was a mainstay of the facility. 

“We have a small staff, so we’re really impacted when 
we’re missing one person,” she said. 

Delano said she was looking forward to her new role, 
although she admitted that it was a little intimidating at 
first She said she would be on hand at the library every 
day and always available to answer questions, even if she 
doesn’t know the answer to them. 

In fact that’s one of the main roles of the librarian, she 
said. 

“We don’t know everything, but we know where to send 
people to get answers to their questions,” she said.

Plan now and strike 

Louis Pasteur once said: “In the field of observation, chance favors 
the prepared mind.” 

The lesson actually applies to any field, observation or otherwise, 
including municipal government, which City of Westland officials 
learned Monday night 

In time when funds are tight and government officials are scram¬ 
bling to look for alternative revenue sources and applying for every 
grant they can find, the City of Westland received an unexpected 
windfall. A state grant that had been set aside for the City of Livonia 
had been redistributed to three other communities. Westland 
received the largest chunk of it, about $1.6 million of the $3.5 million 
grant, which will be used to widen Newburgh Road to the southern 
border of the city. 

Why? Because Westland was prepared and Livonia wasn’t 

City officials wisely will take advantage of the opportunity and 
make the most of it That means bonding for and spending a little 
more than they anticipated, though. Since the impacted roadway runs 
right through one of the worst roads in western Wayne County - specif¬ 
ically Palmer Road - they decided to try to combine the two projects 
and get them done at the same time. 

It makes sense for a number of reasons. First of all, Palmer Road 
offers a teeth-rattling driving experience, as any nearby resident can 
attest It was identified as a Type Five road during a recent road sur¬ 
vey. In medical terms, it’s the equivalent of a doctor standing above a 
patient and shaking his or her head. Westland officials constantly field 
complaints about the road, which also serves a school. 

It’s true that if Westland officials combine the two projects, it will 
present a major headache for nearby residents. Their comer of the 
community will be a nightmare of orange cones and slow moving vehi¬ 
cles that jerk and jolt as drivers make their cautious way through the 
construction zone. The only difference, maybe, will be the orange 
cones themselves and the knowledge that once i1,’s done, the roads 
will serve the community for the foreseeable future. And they’ll be 
smooth. 

It also makes sense because construction costs and concrete costs 
are at virtually an all-time low. Bids on a wide variety of projects have 
come in as much as 30 percent less than estimates simply because 
there are many firms aggressively competing for work during this soft 
economic time. That won’t last forever 

Westland officials would be well advised to strike while the iron is 
hot, and put together a major project that will greatly benefit resi¬ 
dents. 

Officials in the City of Northville are in a similar position, although 
with parking rather than driving. They have an opportunity now to 
solve what has become a thorn in their sides, the lack of available 
parking in downtown Northville. 

They may constmct an additional parking deck in the downtown 
that would serve the city for the next decade, at least They haven’t yet 
decided on the final plan they’ll choose, if they choose any at all, but 
that vote could come Monday night 

They’re not all convinced that a deck is necessary, and that they 
can afford it It’s likely, though, that even those who don’t think a deck 
is needed now would acknowledge that it will be needed in the future, 
and maybe in the near future as more developments come on line. 

The same lesson still applies: construction costs are down and bid¬ 
ding more competitive. The most important factor here is the historic 
low interest rate that would be applied to a bond issue. It’s unlikely 
that the City of Northville will have a better time to plan and complete 
such a project 

If they do, it certainly won’t be a popular decision with everyone. 
There will always be people who count empty parking spaces and 
then question the need for the $5 million project Ultimately, though, 
the officials who decide a deck is needed will be vindicated through 
its use. 
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I’m a comic book fan, but I still have mixed feel¬ 
ings about the upcoming Hulk movie that starts 
next Thursday. 

It’s a love-hate relationship that depends on my 
most recent glimpse of it I look forward to it after I 
see the previews roai' across the television screea 
I’m one of the fans who think the Computer 
Generated Image (CGD of the Hulk is about as real¬ 
istic as an 800-pound green man can be. Others are 
skeptical. 

Unfortunately, the previews are only the briefest 
of promotions for the movie. The rest of them are 
everywhere. 'There is Hulk cereal. Hulk cups. Hulk 
TVvinkies. Hulk toys - including foam gloves that fit 
over the hands so that when you hit someone with 
them, they growl like the Hulk would. I’m still wait¬ 
ing for the Hulk Valium ads - don’t let this happen 
to you. Take Valium. 

I know it’s a sign of the society in which we live. 
Elxcessive commercialism is rampant It’s loud, it’s 
obnoxious and it’s about as subtle as, well, an 800- 
pound green man throwing a tank across the desert 

The advertising executives or studio executives 
or comic book executives or maybe a combination 
of all three that decided on this media blitz wanted 
to put behind it all the force of a gamma bomb 
explosion. TTiey look at the excessive promotion of 
the movie - which itself costs plenty of green - as a 
way to ensure enough people know about it That 
way the likelihood of recouping costs is greater. 

Who knows, maybe there’s a lesson here that we 
can use in our own communities. 


Excessive marketing. 

Well, city officials are all 
looking for new ways to in¬ 
crease revenues, right? Why not put together plan , 
to sell more promotional products? We can have 
City of Plymouth candy bars, Romulus window 
cleaning products. TTiey can charge an extra dime 
or something at the 7-1 Is for plastic collectors cups 
that feature the faces of our elected officials. Or 
maybe put together a trading card collectioa I can 
envision young people chewing up a lot of gum in 
order to get a complete set of city council members, 
whether they’re in Northville, Plymouth, Wayne or 
Westland. 'Then you can always expand it to ‘rookie’ 
cards, have a ‘recall’ pack or something along those 
lines. 

It’s not as if there isn’t a precedent for it The City 
of Wayne offers a nearly complete line of clothing- 
T-shirts, sweatshirts, hooded sweatshirts and hats. 

The City of Plymouth always has plenty of good¬ 
ies to give away during events like the business 
showcases. They’ve handed out miniature skate¬ 
board keychains and foam smiley faced balls that 
support their Municipal Services Department (the 
logo is “Happiness is a paved street”) Don’t give 
them out sell them. People will buy. 

OK, maybe the plan is a bit far fetched. Maybe 
the mariceting is better left to the gurus and the glitz 
of Hollywood than to our local celebrities. But Tm 
sure the revenues earned by the Hulk and all these 
countless marketing ploys will make them green 
with envy.

“FVom the desire to do more, which comes from 
being mentally peaceful, or, if you use another 
word, from being spiritual. When you feed the spir¬ 
it the body follows.” 

We were talking about workshops and speeches 
I give to corporate and other business clients. 

“But doesn’t mentioning ‘spirituality’ put people 
in the business world off?” 

“Yeah, some,” I replied. “But once it’s under¬ 
stood that being happy is just another word for spir¬ 


itual, and it’s not religion I m 
talking about, executives get 
more comfortable. When they 
hear and understand the mes¬ 
sage, it’s really quite remarkable. They find by 
applying it themselves they become better man¬ 
agers.” 

I shared a recent experience with Jeff. 

I was invited by Fbi-d North American Car to 
speak to all 1,500 employees—from the mainte¬ 
nance people to the vice president—about decreas¬ 
ing stress and improving morale. 

It was a fascinating experience for me. I was 
absolutely delighted that Noith American Car man¬ 
agers cared enough about the employees to bring in 
a speaker to talk about the need in the work place 
to feed the spirit of humans.

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The audience was terrific. 
Because they seemed deeply 
interested in what was being 
said, I decided to take a big risk, 
especially in a hard-core busi¬ 
ness-oriented arena 

Before the speech, Td men¬ 
tioned to my daughter, Anastasia, 
that I was going to try and take 
the audience through a medita¬ 
tion. It was one they could use 
anytime stress at work or home 
became too much. 

She felt it was very risky and 
su^ested I think twice about it I 
did, and decided that if I was 
going to give this audience all I 
could give, I had to do it 

I asked if they’d like to try a 
simple mediatioa The audience 
agreed and we had the b^inning 
of change—^willingness. 

“Imagine a small pond,” I said. 
“A beautiful pond of still water, 
surrounded by cattails and flow¬ 
ers. The ski is blue with white 
puffy clouds. The water on the 
pond is still, like a mirror reflect¬ 
ing the sky.” 

I asked the audience to then 
shift their thinking into slow 
motion and imagine a stone— 
maybe the size of a large mar¬ 
ble— sailing through the air slow¬ 
ly falling toward the surface of 
the pond 

“Slowly the stone falls, slowly 
hitting the surface, breaking the 
water. Drops of water fly slowly up 
around the stone, as the slowly 
start to sink below the surface. 
Rings from the stone hitting the 


water start to move out from the 
center toward the sides of the 
pond. Slowly, ring after ring moves 
toward the side, slowly the stone 
sinks, the drops of water from the 
splash settle slowly, ever so slowly, 
back toward the surface.” 

We continued the meditation 
until the pond was again still as a 
miner. 

The audience was extremely 
still. 

That’s when I decided to see if 
the meditation was working. I 
paused and it was an incredible 
moment Fifteen hundred people 
in one room, focused on de¬ 
stressing, on feeding their spirit 
The silence was absolutely amaz¬ 
ing. The audience was putting 
out such a tremendous force of 
positive energy, I felt like I was 
physically being pushed back. 

Feed the spirit and the body 
will follow. 

“That is amazing,” Jeff said. 
“But what do you offer to avoid 
conflict, or when someone does 
something to you and you just 
can’t stop thinking about it or 
how you want to get even?’ 

‘When I am unhappy. When I 
am not peaceful, joyous and free, 
I look in the mirror and see the 
problem.”

CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN 

ORDINANCE 05-20-03 (2) 

Second reading for Adoption. 

This ordinance shall be known and may be cited as the “Additional Bail Bond 
Money”. 

The Charter Township of Van Buren ordains: 

That the Code of Ordinances, Charter Township of Van Buren, Michigan, is hereby 
amended by adding a section. Additional Bail Bond Money which section shall read 
as follows: 

(1) The Department of Public Safety which obtains bail or bond money 
from or on behalf of a person arrested pursuant to a warrant issued by 
a court shall collect, in addition to the bail or bond money, an amount 
not more than $ 10.00 from the person arrested or from another person 
on behalf of the person arrested. 

(2) The amount of money collected under subsection (1) shall promptly 
be deposited into an account created for that purpose in the treasury 
of the Township. 

(3) The money in the account created under subsection (2) may be 
expended by the Township to defray the expense of receiving, 
depositing, and delivering bail or bond money. 

(3) Every word, sentence, clause and provision of this section is hereby 

declared to be severable, and if any word, sentence, clause, provision 
or part thereof is declared to be invalid by a coi^ of competent juris¬ 
diction, the remaining provision shall not be affected. 

(5) The provisions of any or all code sections or subparts thereof in con¬ 
flict herewith are repealed only to the extent necessary to give this 
section full force and effect. 

(6) The provisions of this section shall become effective upon its passage 
by the Van Buren Charter Township Board of Trustees and upon pub¬ 
lication in accordance with the statutes of the State of Michigan. 

Effective Date: This ordinance shall be effective upon publication in a newspaper of 
general circulation within the Township. 

This Ordinance is hereby declared to have been adopted by the Township Board of 
the Charter Township of Van Buren, County of Wayne, State of Michigan, at a regu¬ 
lar meeting called and held on 3rd day of June, 2003.

AMENDMENT TO ZONING ORDINANCE APPENDIX A 

An ordinance to amend the City of Romulus Zoning Ordinance, as previously amend¬ 
ed, to provide for procedures for zoning map and zoning text amendments. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1 Amend Article XXIII Amendments to read as follows: 

Section 28.01 Initiation of Rezoning and Zoning Ordinance Text Amendments 

The City may from time to time, amend, modify, supplement, or delete any provision 
of this ordinance (text amendment) or change the zoning district boundaries shown on 
the official zoning map (rezoning) pursuant to the provisions of Act 207 of the Public 
Acts of Michigan of 1921 [MCL 125.581 et seq., MSA 5.2931 et seq.], as amended. 

A. Initiation of Rezonings. An amendment to the zoning district boundaries con¬ 
tained on the official zoning map (rezoning) may be initiated by the City Council, the 
Planning Commission, the owner or owners of property, or with permission of the 
owner which is the subject of the proposed amendment. 

B. Initiation of Text Amendment. Amendments to the text provisions of this ordi¬ 
nance may be initialed by the City Council, the Planning Commission, or by petition 
of one or more residents, or property owners of the city. 

Section 28.02 Application Procedure 

A rezoning or text amendment request, except those initiated by the City Council or 
Planning Commission, shall be initiated by submission of a completed application on 
a form supplied by the city, including an application fee and escrow to cover publica¬ 
tion, administrative costs, and fees for any consultant reviews. Such fee and escrow 
shall be established from time to time by resolution of the City Council. 

A. Application for Rezoning: 

1. Application Information. The following information shall accompany the 

rezoning application. 

a. A legal description and street address of the subject property. 

b. A map identifying the subject property in relation to surrounding prop¬ 
erties. 

c. The name, signature, and address of the owner of the subject property; 
a statement of the applicant’s interest in the subject property if not the 
owner in fee simple title, and proof of consent from the property 
owner. 

d. The existing and proposed zoning district designation of the subject 
property. 

e. A site analysis at a scale not less than 1”=100’, or aerial photograph 
illustrating existing conditions on the site and adjacent properties; such 
as woodlands, wetlands, soil conditions, topography, drainage patterns, 
existing buildings, adjacent land uses, any sight distance limitations, 
and access points on both sides of the streets within 200 feet of the 
subject site. 

f. A written description of the environmental characteristics of the site 
prior to development and following development, i.e., topography, 
soils, geology, wildlife, woodlands, mature trees (eight inch caliper or 
greater), ground water (depth to aquifer(s), impermeable soil layers 
and identification of nearby wells), wetlands, drainage, lakes, streams, 
creeks, ponds, and surface and ground water quality: documentation by 
a qualified wetland specialist shall be required wherever the city deter¬ 
mines that there is a potential regulated wetland; written material may 
be accompanied by reduced copies of the site analysis or aerial photo¬ 
graphs. 

g. A conceptual plan at a scale not less than r’=100’, demonstrating that 
the site could be developed with representative uses permitted in the 
requested zoning district meeting requirements for setbacks, lot cover¬ 
age, building spacing, parking, loading, drainage, general landscaping, 
and other site design factors; while the anticipated use can be shown, 
an illustration of the maximum development permitted under current 
zoning shall also be provided. 

h. A written evaluation to support that the request addresses consistency 
with the City’s Master Plan, demonstrates all uses in the requested 
zoning district will be compatible with the surrounding area, and other 
similar factors. 

i. A traffic impact analysis for projects expected to have 50 or more peak 
hour directional trips or 500 or more vehicle trips daily. Contents of 
the traffic impact study shall include: 

(1) Illustrations and a narrative which describes the study area and 
existing operations for the street system (right-of-way, functional 
classification, lane configuration, speed limits, any sight distances 
limitations, driveways on both sides of streets adjacent to the site, 
current traffic conflicts, etc.) 

(2) An evaluation for the a.m. and p.m. peak hour of both the use(s) 


and adjacent street system. This level of service evaluation shall be 
conducted for representative uses allowed under both the current and 
requested zoning districts. For uses expected to generate more than 
100 peak hour directional trips or 750 trips daily, an evaluation of 
operations at major signalized or non-signalized intersections in prox¬ 
imity to the site is required in addition to site access points. 

(3) A table that describes the peak hour and daily trips for representative 
uses under both the current and requested zoning district. The city 
may require concept or schematic drawings or other information to 
confirm the size of development permitted under each scenario. 

(4) The traffic impact analysis shall be developed in accordance with 
accepted practices in Michigan. The preparation shall be conducted by 
a qualified professional. Traffic count data shall be collected using 
accepted practices and shall not be over 2 years old. The forecasts shall 
be based on the data and procedures outlined in the most recent edition 
of Trip Generation published by the Institute of Transportation 
Engineers (ITE). The applicant may use other commonly accepted 
sources of data or supplement the standard data with data from at least 
3 projects in similar locations in Michigan. 

(5) The traffic study shall provide at least 3 levels of analysis: current con¬ 
ditions, project impacts (projects permitted under requested zoning + 
existing), and future conditions (existing + project traffic + back¬ 
ground traffic growth + traffic associated with other developments in 
the immediate area approved or under construction). The city may 
require corridor level computer modeling when multiple uses or proj¬ 
ects are being considered. 

(6) Any trip reduction for pass-by trips, transit, ridesharing, other modes 
internal capture rates, etc, shall be based both on ITE findings and 
documented survey results acceptable to the city and applicable road 
agency. The community may elect to reduce the trip reduction rates 
used. 

(7) The report shall evaluate the design of proposed access including: any 
sight distance limitations, proper spacing, and relationship to other 
access points, and potential for shared access facilities. 

(8) The study shall outline mitigation measures and demonstrate any 
changes to the level of service achieved by these measures. Any alter¬ 
natives or suggested phasing of improvements should be described. 
The mitigation measures may include items such as roadway widen¬ 
ing, need for bypass lanes or deceleration tapers/lanes, changes to sig- 
nalization, use of access management techniques, or a reduction in the 
proposed intensity of use. Proposed mitigation measures must be 
acceptable to the applicable road agency (city, Wayne County, or 
MOOT). The responsibility, timing of roadway improvements, and 
relationship to available right-of-way shall be 
described. 

(9) The requirement for a traffic impact study, or the specific study ele¬ 
ments required may be waived or modified by the city, Reasons for the 
waiver or modification shall be documented. Factors to be considered 
include: 

(a) Roadway improvements are scheduled which are expected to 
mitigate any impacts associated with the proposed project. 

(b) The existing level of service along the roadway is not expected to 
drop below D due to the proposed project. 

(c) The existing level of service is not expected to be significantly 
impacted by the proposed project due to specific conditions at this 
location. 

(d) A similar traffic study was previously prepared for the site and is 
still considered applicable. 

2. Site Requirements. In the case of an amendment to the official zoning 
map (rezoning), the following are required: 

a. The site must be staked to clearly indicate the location of the requested 
amendment. Flagged stakes shall be placed at each parcel comer. 

b. A sign shall be posted on the property by the applicant indicating that 
the property is proposed to be rezoned. 

(1) The sign shall be 4 feet by 8 feet in size. 

(2) The sign shall be erected in full public view along the road 
frontage. 

(a) If the property to be rezoned is located at an intersection, a 
sign for each road frontage must be provided. 

(b) If the property exceeds 80 acres in area, 2 signs must be pro¬ 
vided. 

(3) The sign shall state “THIS PROPERTY PROPOSED TO BE 
REZONED”. 

(4) The sign shall include the current and proposed zoning, area in 
acres of the property and a generalized map of the property. 

(5) Such sign shall indicate the date, time, and location of the 
Planning Commission public hearing where the proposal will be 
reviewed. 

(6) The sign shall be erected 21 days prior to the scheduled public 
hearing. 

(7) The applicant shall be responsible for erecting, maintaining 
through the public hearing date and removing the sign. The sign 
shall be removed 3 days after the public hearing. 

(8) The required sign shall be exempt from the regulations of the 
Romulus Sign Ordinance and Section 4.25 Signs provided a tem¬ 
porary sign permit be obtained from the Building Department in 
accordance with city requirements.

Public Hearing. Upon initiation of a rezoning or zoning ordinance text amend¬ 
ment, a public hearing on the proposed amendment shall be scheduled before 
the Planning Commission. Notice of the hearing shall be given by I publication 
in a newspaper of general circulation in the city, not less than 15 days before 
the date of the hearing, in accordance with the provisions of Act 207 of the 
Public Acts of Michigan of 1921 [MCL 125.581 et seq., MSA 5.2931 et seq.], 
as amended. 


C. 


Planning Commission Review and Recommendation. Following the public 
hearing, the Planning Commission shall identify and evaluate all factors rele¬ 
vant to the petition and shall report its findings and recommendation to the City 
Council.

Resubmittal. No petition for rezoning or zoning ordinance text amendment

This amendatory ordinance shall not affect violations of the zoning ordinance or any 
other ordinance existing prior to the effective date of this ordinance and such viola¬ 
tion shall be governed and shall continue to be separately pumshable to the fiill extent 
of the law under the provisions of such ordinance at the time the violation was com¬ 
mitted.

Except as expressly set forth above, the Zoning Ordinance shall remain in full force 
and effect. 


Section 6 of Ordinance 


This ordinance shall be effective on the date provided by law and City Charter fol¬ 
lowing publication.

A sight familiar to residents of 
Wayne as well as passersby now 
has a new home. 

The mural that used to deco¬ 
rate the eastern wall of Hartford 
FVaming Co. has been donated to 
the Wayne Public Library, 
according to Library Director 
Lois VanStipdonk 

“It’s beautiful,” she said. “It 
looks like it was made to be 
there.” 

It almost didn’t fiL according 
to Don Hartford, who along with 
his wife. Ginger, donated the 
mural to the library. But the wall 
they selected inside the library 
was the perfect size for the 
mural, he added. The wall is 
about 15 feeL 2 inches long; the 
mural an even 15 feet Not only 
did it fit perfectly into the spoL 
but the colors in the mural 
matched their surroundings. 

“It looks like the library was 


decorated knowing that it was 
coming,” Hartford said. 

The previous home of the 
mural was on the corner of 
Michigan Avenue and Elizabeth 
Street, where the Hartfords 
owned and operated their fram¬ 
ing shop. They sold the shop last 
year, but it has reopened recent¬ 
ly as Cork Framing. 

Hartford said that he and 


Ginger commissioned the mural 
from Mark Barrera, an artist bom 
and raised in Wayne, but who 
now lives in Berkely. He makes 
his living painting murals on the 
inside of A & W Restaurants 
throughout the natioa 

“I didn’t even know if he 
would do iL” Hartford said. “We 
weren’t a national chain. But he 
took it on because it was in 


Wayne.” 

They collaborated on the 
design of the work. Hartford said 
he took photos of historic sites in 
the town, put them together and 
used creative license to add the 
flair of a European streetscape. 
They then turned back the clock 
60 years to present what Hartford 
considered the ultimate view of 
the downtown. There are a cou¬ 


ple of personal flairs, too. Of 
course, there’s a framing shop

It must have worked, because 
the mural soon led to another

Golden yrars 

Northville retiree relishes role as 
‘ambassador’ for recreation department

If you’ve visited the Northville 
Parks and Recreation facilities in 
the past 12 years, chances are 
you know Ed Saja 

Saja, one of the retired, part- 
time workers in the department, 
is technically a building atten¬ 
dant, but his work with the 
department exceeds his job 
description, according to Traci 
Sincock, parks and recreation 
director 

“He’s a terrific ambassador 
for the department,” she said. 
“He has a phenomenal work 
ethic. Our function here at 
Hillside is a little different We 
have to escort people in and out 
It’s worked out well.” 

Saja, 81, works three days a 
week at the Recreation Center at 
Hillside. His official duty is to 
escort people from the recre¬ 
ation center desk through the 
halls at Hillside Middle School to 
the pool that the parks and recre¬ 
ation department uses, and to the 
Crow’s Nest where other classes 
take place. 

“I sort of give them the ‘Wal- 
Mart’ treatment” Saja joked. “I 
greet everyone with a smile.” 

He is also the “eyes and ears” 


of the department according to 
Sincock. In an organization that 
tries to keep costs to a minimum, 
it’s often the building attendants 
that have to look for any prob¬ 
lems, maintenance or otherwise, 
and see if they can fix them. 

Saja has worked with the 
department since 1990, when the 
offices were located at the 
Northville Communily Center in 
downtown. He retired from a 
local electro-static painting firm 
in 1985 and had done odd jobs to 
keep himself busy since them He 
started to work with the parks 
and recreation department after 
he answered an ad; the job was a 
perfect fit, he said. John 
Anderson was the head of the 
department then, and Sincock 
was his assistant 

Working with the public is 
nearly second nature to him, he 
said. His father owned a bakery 
and he helped out there as a 
teenager, delivering goods to cus¬ 
tomers. 

“I’ve worked with people all 
my life,” he said. 

He said that his work with the 
department, along with regular 
exercise, helps keep him healthy 
and sharp. At 81, he shows no 
sign of slowing down. 

“There’s no secret” he said. 


“You just keep working. I like to 
be active. I don’t like to sit around 
and twiddle my thumbs. I guess 
that’s what keeps me young.” 

He and his wife, Emily, moved 
into the community in 1985 and 
Saja said life around the condo¬ 
minium they live in can get a bit 
dull. 

He said the part time job, 
which only takes up about six 
hours a week, gives him a break 
in the routine, as well as a 
chance to interact with more 
people. 

“I just look forward to coming 
to work,” he said. “I enjoy the 
people.” 

Sincock said the department 
has been fortunate with the 
retired people they’ve hired on to 
help out Other retirees like Joe 
Barberio and Dave DeMattos 
have become nearly irreplace¬ 
able, she added. 

“We’re not just parks and 
recreation services, we’re also an 
employer,” she said. 

Saja said he has no desire to 
cut back on his time with the 
department 

“When you’re 81, you don’t 
know what to expect fix)m day to 
day,” he joked. “You just thank 
God that you can go oa I’d like to 
stay on here as long as I can.”
